John Charles Fremont was born in 
San Francisco, April 19, 1849. He 
graduated’ from the United States 
Nava) Academy with the class of 1872, 
addifig@ expert studies in torpedoes, 
electrical science and ordnance. In 
1877 he was married to Miss Sally An- 
derson of New .York. His promotion 
in the navy was rapil. He was com- 
mander of the U.S.8. Pinta from 1857 to 
1877, taking an active part in the sup- 
pression of the riots in Baltimore in 
the latter year. He was then trans- 
ferred to the U.S.S. Drift, which he 
commanded from 1883; to 1885; com- 
manded the torpedo boat Porter in the 
Spanish-American War; served as 
commandant of the navy yard at Ca- 
vite from 1899 to 1901; took command of 
the U.S.S. Calgoa in 1902, holding that 
command for a year, then going to the 
United States monitor Florida. He 
served as naval attache at Paris and 
St. Petersburg during the year 1906-7, 
and took command of the Mississippi 
in 1908.

Engineer C: K. Clarke of the Call- 
fornia Development Company stated 
this afternoon that when the famous 
break in the Colorado River, which 
caused the formation of the Salton 
Sea and threatened the Imperial Val- 
ley with disaster, was closed, he was 
put on the work by Col. Epes Randoiph 
lof the Southern Paeific and that the 
break was Glosed by kéeping the rock 
fill even all along ‘the bottom of the 
river, 
from cutting away the silt in any one 
place and carrying away a portion of 
the work. 

Col. Ockerson, however, went at the 
river from both sides with a gradual 
slope toward the center, and the water 
tearing through this confined space 
carri away the silt from the bot- 
tom, undermining the piling and car- 
rying it away. This break gradually 
widened, with the result given above. 

ANOTHER RISE ON WAY. 

- Another four-foot rise is reported 
due in Yuma tomorrow, and it now 
looks as though the government would 
not be _— to repair the damage done 
for at least ten days.

BRANDEIS AIRS 
OPINION AGAIN. 


PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, March 7.—Louls D. 
Brandeis of Boston, who lied the fight 
on the raliroad advances before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commisston, has_ 
submitted a statement of his views on | 
Federal regulation of railroad securities 
to the Railroad Securities Commission 
of which President Hadley of Yale is 
chairman. Mr. Brandeis declares that 
in his opinion Federal regulation must 
eventually be established, if’ for no 
other purpose than to secure the neces- 
sary degree of publicity. He is 
tive, however, that the effect of regula- 
tiem must not be to place any fixed 


ttal in proportion to the efficiency of 
their management. 

“To this end, a great forward step 
would be accomplished if the govern- 
ment should establish a bureau of rail- 
road cost and an experimental station 
in railroad economics. No one railroad 
ought to be asked to carry the cost of 
the Investigation along these lines, 
which are vital to the welfare of all 
the railroads, and an expenditure simi- 
lar to that which Is now made through 
the Department of Agriculture for the 
scientific advancement cf farming 
would be entirely justified, in view of 
the vast importance of the railroad in- 
dustry. 

“These studies should be world wide 
in their acope, for after determining the 
unit costs of expense operation in every 
department of the railroads—not merely 
how much it coste to maintain a loco- 
motive, but what-the unit cost is for 
each process involv government 
should take the next step and ascer- 
tain what it ought to be, according to 
the best standards here and abroad. 
The mere ascertainment of what it cost 
in the past. is not sufficient. 

“In addition the government should 
undertake an experimental station, on 
the line of the experimental stations of 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture.

HEALTH BOARD OPPOSES BILL. 


Pasecs Resolutions Against Measure 
Providing for Medical Supervision of 
Schools. 


The Board of Health yesterday aft- 
ernoon passed a resolution declaring 
itself opposed to Senate Bill No. 733, 
the act providing for medical supervi- 
sion of the public schools.

The Courthouse, a massive structure, 
but with an inflammable wood interior, 
is entirely without local fire protection, 
according to a report submitted by Su- 
pervisor Butler, yesterday. 

From the fourth floor to the top of 
the high tower there are interlacings 
of braces and stairways of wood which 
have been seasoning for years. There 
has never been any local means of ex- 
tinguishing a biaze, if it should start 
in that part of the bullding. 

Butler called attention to the great 
danger attendant upon this fact. On 
account of the height of the tower it 
would be almost impossible to fight a 
fire in it from without, he declares. 

Fire hose has rotted with the pas- 
sage of years until it would burst in 
ten thousand places under the pressure 
of water. Careless janitors have de- 
tached other sections of hose and left 
it in such condition that it would not 
be readily accessible. Stopcocks have 
set until they are immovable and the 
pipes which lead from them have_be- 


Butler plans to have a system ar- 
ranged so that the force of janitors will 
form a brigade which will be sufficient 
to cope with any ordinary blaze with- 
out any aid from the city department. 
He proposes to connect all parts of the 
building with hydrants and fit them 
with hose. The pipes will be connected 
with the high-pressure pumps in the 
new Hall of Records and will at all 
times furnish an almost inexhaustible 
supply of water which can be flooded 
from the top of the spire to the base- | 
ment. 

The Supervisors authorized the com- 
mittee of which Butler is chairman to 
proceed with the work. The cost will 
not exceed $500.

School suf- 
frage was granted in 1875 by Michigan 
and Minnesota, in 1876 by Colorado, in 
1877 by New Zealand. In 1878 by New 
Hampshire and Oregon, in 1878 by 
Massachusetts, in 18380 by New York 
and Vermont. 

In 1880 South Australia gave muni- 
cipal suffrage to women. 

In 1881 municipal suffrage was ex- 
tended to the single women and 
widows of Scotland, and full pariia- 
mentary suffrage in the Isle of Man. 
Nebraska gave women school suffrage 
in 1883. Municipal suffrage was giv- 
en by Ontario and Tasmania in 1884, 
and by New Zealand and New Buns- 
wick in 1886. 


Manitoba, and schoo! suffrage in North 
Dakcta, Montana, Arizona and New 
Jersey. In the same year Montana 
‘gave tax-paying women the right to 
vote upon all questions submitted to 
the taxpayers. 

In 1888, England gave women coun- 
ty suffrage, the British Columbia and 
the Northwest Territory gave them 
municipal suffrage. In 1889, county 
suffrage was given to the women of 
Scotiand, and municipal suffrage to 
single women and widows in ‘the 
Province of Quebec. In 1891 school 
suffrage was granted tn Mlinois. 

In 1893 school suffrage was granted 
in Connecticut, and full suffrage itn 
Colorado and New Zealand. In 1894, 
school suffrage was granted in Ohio, 
bond suffrage in Iowa, and parish and 
district suffrage tn England to women 
th married and single. In 1895,_full 
suffrage was granted in South Aus- 
tralia women both married and sin- 
gle. Ta 1896, full suffrage was granted 
in Utah and Idaho. 

In 1898, the women of Ireland were 
given the right to vote for all officers 
except members of Parliament; Min- 
nesota gave women the right to vote 
for library trustees; Delaware gave 
school suffrage to tax-paying wom-

consin gave women school suffrage, 
and West Australia granted full par- 
liamentary suffrage to women both 
married and single. 

In 1901, New‘ York gave tax-paying 
women in all towns and villages of 
the State the right to vote on ques- 
tions of local taxation, Norway gave 
them municipal suffrage, and the Kan- 
sas Legislature voted down almost 
unanimousiy and “amid a ripple of 
amusement’ a to repeal mu- 
nicipal suffrage. 

In 1992, full national suffrage was 
granted to all the women of federated 
Australia. and State suffrage to the 
women of New South Wales. : 

In 1903, full suffrage was granted to 
the women of Tasmania, and bond suf- 
frage to the women of Kansas.

G. Warren Chester, an optician, was 
arrested yesterday morning by Officers 
Conly and Albert of the Nick B. Harris 
Detective Agency, On & Warrant issued 
April 14, 1910, by Judge Wallace of Ka- 
weah Township, Tualgre county, alleged 
to be at the instance of George O. Hen- 
ly, on a charge of having obtained 
gnoney under false pretenses. 

The officers state that they have been 
unable to find Chester, who has been 
out of city, until information came 
to them Yast Satufday that he was here.

Chester was arrested some time age 
on a warrant from Memdocino county 
on the same charge.

Since 
then, it is stated, Chester has practiced 
only in the smaller cities and country 
districts. He now. has a suit pending 
in the Superior Court, by which he 
peeks to have his license restored.

Fall from Car Fatal to Robert Goll- 
mer, Active in German-American 
Affairs and Realty Holder. — 


Fracture of the skull, sustained by 
falling from a moving West Jefferson- 
street car, near Hope street late Mon- 
day night, caused the death yesterday 
of Robert Gollmer, one of the oldest 
German residents of Los Angeles.

TY HE Anheuser Beer Company, the Wieland Beer Company and the 
San Diego Union Brewery are all aiding the closed shop striking 
beer workers in this city, by pressing. their product upon the saloons 

and grocers. Their object is apparent. If they can close our local 


I breweries, which are standing out for indtstrial freedom, they will 


thereby enlarge the sale of foreign beer in this market. 


form of alcoholic beverage. But the temperance cause will gain noth- 
ing by the close of the local breweries, for foreign beer will be supplied 
at the same price as that: charged for beer made in this city, and no 
drinker of beer will discontinue his potations of that fluid if every 
brewery in Los Angeles should be closed. It is conceded both by beer 
experts and beer users that the quality of the beer made by the several 
breweries in this city is equal to that made anywhere. Such being the 
case The Times advises its readers who drink beer to patronize the 
local product and thus sustain both the industries of Los Angeles and 
the cause of industrial freedom. The amount of bottled beer for family 
consumption and for the use of the members of clubs exceeds the amount 
drank at the saloon bars. The strikers can, to an extent, control the 
saloons by boycotting lgcal beer so that the saloon-keepers will purchase 
and keep for sale only foreign beer.

If the measure had emanated from some 
young physician who was unadvised of the 
high professional ethics of his profession, 
and who was seeking with uncommendable 
zeal to obtain patients; if it had come from 
somebody who did not really know the differ- 
ence between consumption and smallpox, 


and who was trying to force people to patron- . 


ize him on their road to the undertaker’s 
shop by procuring the enactment of a law 
that should preclude them from seeking 
some means of recovery that would not 
inure to his financial advantage; if the bill 
had been introduced by a dishonest legis- 
lator who was willing to prostitute the trust 
with which the people had clothed him ip 
order to put money in his. pocket, the case 
would be different. But Dr. Butler is an 
honored member of a useful and honored 
profession, and it seems inconceivable that 
be should have introduced and urged and 
procured a majority of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Assembly to report in favor 
of an amendment to the penal code which is 
without precedent in any State of the 
Union, and which cansot be found among 
the laws of any civilized country in all the 


‘world. 


‘The law proposed makes it a misdemeanor 
punishable with six months imprisonment or 
3500 fine, or both, for any person to publish 
in apy newspaper, magazine, or periodical, 
an advertisement of any medicine, or any 
mechanical appliance or device for the 
treatment of disease, any portion of which 
advertisement should delineate or enumerate 
any symptoms of any disease. Medica! publi- 
cations are to be exempted from the pro- 
visions of the proposed law. One result of 
the law would be to force the people to sub- 
for in such 
journals alone would they find information 
where to purchase patent or proprietary 
medicines. 

If this bill should become a law any phar- 
macist or other person who should in an 
advertisement describe the symptoms of 
rheumatism, gout, or kidney, liver or lung 
trouble, or dyspepsia, and should accompany 
such description with the statement that a 
certain proprietary medicine would give re- 
lief, would be guilty of a misdemeanor. Any 


‘advertiser who should offer for sale an im- 


proved truss, accompanied with a descrip- 
tion of the premonitory symptoms of hernia, 
or a steel and silk stocking for those afflicted 
with varicose veins, with a description of 
the symptoms which indicated the approach 
of swollen arteries, or who should advertise 
a preparation of the South American plant 
known as cundurango as a cure for or pre- 
ventive of cancer, with a description of the 
symptoms of cancer, or who should advertise 
the German instrument known as “lieben- 
worker,” with the oil used with it, as a pre- 
ventive of heart disease, witha description 
of the symptems of such disease, would each 
and all be, under Assemblyman Dr. Butier’s 
law, guilty of a misdemeanor. 

As each publication in a newapaper, each 
placard on a fence, and each card in a street 
car, is made a separate offense, the adver- 


_tisers and the newspaper proprietors, and 


the clerks who received the advertisements, 
and the printer who set the matter up, and 
the owners of the decorated fences, and. 
the street-car employees could be condemned 
to jail for life. 

It is doubtless true that the illustrations 
we have offered may be designated as “far- 


‘fetched,” but a law must be tested by what 


possibly may be done undef it and some- 
times the reductio ad absurdum Is of service. 

The proposed law could not of course be 
made to reach the proprietors of journals 
published outside of the State, but the vend- 
ing of the easterD magazines and weeklies 
containing such advertisements might be 
made a crime, and a law might be passed 
such as was enacted in several Southern

EDUCATIONAL NOTES. | 
In England wany large firms. have given 


attention to the close relationship between 


workshop and technical school training and 
brought their apprentices more into touch 


with, the various polytechnics 4nd: the gov- 


ernment science and art classes. 

Several large firms have provided the so- 
called sandwich system of time off during 
the winter months for their apprentices ta 
enable them to receive an adequate amount 
of technical education. The system of sev- 
eral years ago involving an ordinary school 
course until 14 years of age, with four years 
at a high school and four years at a tech- 
nical college, which gave indusirial and no 
academic training, followed by two years ip 
a workshop, the writer holds was seriously 
objectionable because an apprentice would 
be 26 years old before be earned bis own 
living. However, the system which leaves 
a boy to himself with a workshop training 
in the’ daytime and with the supposition 
that he attended technical classes in the 
evening is held to be open to greater objec- 
tions, because so few apprentices take ad- 
vantage of tne evening teaching. Then, 


.though technical schools have lately in- 


creased in number, the training is compara 
tively short, lasting usually for only three 
years, and results are said to be disappoint- 
ing because students on admission are found 
not to have received a sound general educa- 
tion. 

John C. Dana, one of the best librarians 
of the country, discusses in the Independent 
the need of further library expansion and de- 
velopment, particularly larger and closer co- 
operation between schools and libraries. He 
notes certain good beginnings—small school 
Hbraries, for example—and advocates read- 
ing-rooms on the ground floor of school bulld- 
ings, rooms which parents, brothers and sis- 
ters of the pupils should be encouraged to 
patronize freely. He charges the colleges 
with complete heglect of tne art of reading, 
and says: 

The result is that the teachers in our 
public schools, graduates of our high and 
norma! schools, have not been made to read 
much; have not learned to read well; read 
very little during their years of teaching; 
know little about the literature of and for 
children; think that it is not of great im- 
portance that all children, by constant read- 
ing, acquire a large reading vocabulary and 
gain a firm hold of the tool by the use of 
which alone thought is possible; are indif- 
ferent to books and print; and, finally, dp 
not handle efficiently the collections they 
may have in their classrooms from a public 
library, and in many cases are not willing 
to have such collections.

As a boy, he 
had earned the sobriquet of “Boots,” 
because he had earned a living around 
Chicago with a boot-polishing box 
slung over his shoulder. His cheery 
“Shine-'em-up-boss?” his bright face 
and a genial good nature, with willing- 
ness to work at all times won him 
many customers. He met Gates and the 
latter was attracted to him. A friend- 
ship sprang up between the two later 
which brought forth the financia! back- 
ing of the millionaire speculator. 

It was in 1907 that Durnell appeared 
at the eastern race tracks, with the 
jockeys, Willie and Eddie Dugan and a 
fine lot of fast racers as his chief as- 
sets of financial value. He had picked 
up the boys and several of his best 
horses Juring the previous winter at 
the California tracks. Through the 
combination of these clever jockeys and 
his racers he soon started on a career 
of good luck in the East. He won race 
after race on the Eastern tracks. His 
biggest coup was made when Nealon 
won the Suburban Handicap. When 
that big son of Sain galloped home th 
winner of that notabe event.
